It Should Be Offered to Consum- 
ers in St. Louis. 


Reduction. 


USING ST. LOUIS FLOUR, ENGLAND UN- 
DERSELLS ST. LOUIS BAKERS. 


A Four- Found Leaf fells in Liverpool 
Now for 6 Cents—-A One and One- 
Half-Pound Loaf sells in St. Louis 
for 5 Cente—Local Bakers Pay $2.85 
Per Barrel for Flour, and Realize $10 
Gross Gelling It in Bread—St. Louis 
Millers Interviewed — Cheeper Bread 
Demanded. 7 


Elortdge B. Goddard, President ofthe E. 
Goddard Flour Mill Co., to-day received ad- 
vices from Harris Bros. & Uo. of Liverpool to 
the effect that the bakers of Iiverpool last 
week reduced the price of bread 
from 4 pence to 8 pence per four- 
pound loaf. An English penny is equivaient 
to 2cents in American money, consequently 
four pounds of bread is being sold in Liver- 
pool for six American cents. The reason 
for the reduction is the decline in the 
price of flour. In every part of the 
civilized world flour is to-day selling at a 
lower price than at any time since the 
human race began grinding wheat. It is 
almost 50 percent cheaper than it was a few 
years ago and 75 cents a barrel cheaper than 
at the corresponding period in 1893. 

AMERICAN FLOUR IN ENGLAND. 

The market price of American flour in Liv- 
or pool to-day ranges from 15 shillings 6 pence 
to 16 shillings 6 pence per barrel and the 
flour that is chiefly used dy bakers 
is of the lower grade, costing in our 


money, laid down in Liverpool, $2.87 per 
barrel. As a large percentage of the flour 
consumed in Europe is shipped direct from 
St. Louls, a reporter, who is deeply con- 
cerned in the problem of ow to 
live thegbest on the smallest amount 
of money, began making inquiries concern- 
ing the cost of Dread in this city. A number

At the present low price of 
flour, bread could be sold at 2 cents for a 


pound loaf and leave the baker a big margin. 
A barrel of flour costing $2.50 will make u

bread and at 2 cents a loaf the 
baker would get $5.60, leaving him $8.10 per 
barrel for rent, labor, heat and other costs 
of baking and, out of this he would have a 
large proft.’’ 

One of the largest bread baking establish- 
ments in St. Louis is that of the Welle 
Boettler age - Co. on Morgan street. They 
do a large wholesale trade in every section of 
the city and supply many large restaurants. 

The reporter went to this establishment 
and asked a young woman clerk the price of 
a loaf of bread. 

‘* Five cents at retail and 4 cents at whole- 
sale, was the rep 
And how much 
reporter inquired. 

'm sure I don’t know for I never weighed 
one. 

A colered boy came into the place at that 
moment and bought a 5b-centloaf. At the 
request of the reporter the young woman put 
iton the scales. It weighed a pound and 
nine ounces. The purchaser paid more 
than twice pas much for his 
bread than he would have had to pay 
ifhegnad bought it in Liverpool. There he 
could buy seventy-two ounces for 6 cents, 
here twenty-five ounces for 5 cents, and the 
Liverpool baker pays 87 cents a barrel more 
for his flour than the st. Louis baker pays. 

Mr. Boettier came in and attempted to ex- 
plain the discrepancy. 

A BAKER’S EXPLAWATION. 

It may de,.“ he said, that Liverpool 
bakers are selling cheaper than we are,ibut 
you must remember that we must pay higher 


rents and higher wages. 

This statement is true so far as increased 
rent is concerned, Dut Mr. Boettler admitted 
that he pays his bakers only Az a week, and 
this is but atrifie more than English work. 
men get. 

‘*Then,’’ he continued, woe use the better 
grades of flour, costing us at the present 
time $3.10 per barrel. I cannot tell you ex- 
actiy how many loaves we get out of a barrel 
of four, but Lean assure you that our profits 
are no greater now than they were a 
vear ago. It is true that we pay less for our 
Hour now than we have paid at any time 
since I have been in the business, but we 
give our customers the benefit of this 
by increasing the weight. It would not do to 
vary the price ofa loaf of bread with every 
fluctuation inthe flour market, so we regu- 
late this by increasing or decreasing the 
number of ounces in a loaf, according 
to the rising and falling of the price of flour. 
At the present time we are giving a little 
more than a pound anda half of bread for 8 
cents, and this is six ounces more than our 
loaves weighed a year ago. 

Mr. ttler was asked if there was any 
law in force here that reguiated the number 
of ounces in a loaf. 

No, there is a law ofthat kind in Ohi- 
cago,’” he replied, ‘‘but none in St. Louis.

WAS AN ACCIDENT. 


— 


Result of the Coroner's Inquest on Miss 
Josephine Chass, 


Deputy Coroner Albers conducted the in- 
quest to-day on the remains of Elien Jose- 
phine Chase, the young lady who died Sat- 
urday night at her mother’s home, 5836 
Olemens avenue, from the effects of a large 
Gose of carbolic acid. On the evidence 
of five witnesses, including the 
physician who had prescribed for her pre- 
vious to her death, Dr. Edwin M. Nelson, a 
verdict of accident was returned. 

A point which had a tendency to create the 
impression that the young lady’s death was 
not due to an accidental selection 
of the wrong bottle of medicine, was the 
reckless manner in which the deceased drank 
carbolic acid, thinking she was taking a 
dose of the medicine prescribed for her. In 
explanation of this Dr, Edwin Neilson testi- 
fied that some time ago he had prescribed 
for the deceased a tonic of solution of iron, 
to be taken after meals. The bottle was 
shaped the same as the one which contained 
carbolis acid, only it was longer, The theory 
is that she knew she could not injure herself 
by taking too much ofher tonic, and being 
inaburry to see the company, which had 
been to the house all evening, leave, she 
grabbed the acid bottle, and put it to her 
mouth, as she proceeded toward the en- 
trance, where her friends were still stand- 
ing. Before she went more than a few steps, 


however, she fell unconscious to the floor 
still holding in her hand the bottle that had 
conta the two ounces of acid. 


STATEMENT OF THE GUESTS. 
D. H. Clark of 2653 Washington avenue who, 
with his friend, EB. A. Harris of 3418 Lucas 
avenue, had spentthe evening at the Chase 
r , Stated that he and deceased played 
ballin the yard and afterwards quit and 


sat on the plagza watching the others 
at play. The young lady was cheer- 
ful and enjoyed the game. When the 
game was over Mr. Clark picked up the balis 
and Miss Chase went upstairs, and he did not 
see her again until 9:45, when he was going 
home, r. Clark was about to say good 
night when Mrs. Chase called him. He re- 
rponded and found Miss Chase lying on the 
floor of the hall. He heara Mrs. Chase men- 
tion something about polson and went at 
once to get some salt. He found on a 
table inthe hall a two-ounce bottie, labelled 
carbolic acid, which was a little less than 
half full. He saw no other bottle. 

Mr. E. A. Harris stated that after playing 
in the yard, he and others went into the 
house to dine, about 8 o’clock, but Miss 
Chase did not appear. About 9:45, when he 
was about to say good night Miss Chase 
came into the hall. He said a few 
words to her and turned his back, 
A mo ment later Mrs. Chase called out to her 
sons and Mr. Hrrris saw her leaning over 
her daughter, who was lying on the hall 
floor. e ran tor water, und bathed her 
temples, and while doing this heard Mrs. 
Chase say poison. Then he saw a bottle in 
the hand of Mrs. Chase, which he took and 
placed on atabie. It was labelled cardolie 
acid and it was about one-third or one-half 
full. The deceased had been in good spirits 
all afternoon and in excellent health also. 


DR. DEYO’S TESTIMONY. 
D. L. Deyo, M. D., of 5753 Clemens avenue, 
testified that when he entered the Chase 


residence he found the [deceased lying in a 
helpless condition on the halifioor. A two 
ounce bottle half full of Carbolicacid he 
foundin the ball. Her breath smelled of the 
drug. He used the customary emetics for 
cases Of this kind, but the acid had done ite 
work, and she died twenty minutes after hg 
arrived, He found two bottles of tonic, 
which resembled in size and shape 
the carbolic acid bottle. L. Chase, 
brother of the unfortunate young lady, tegti- 
fied thatafter finishing her game of tennis 
and taking tea, she and the visitors went 
out onthe grounds and played ball until 6 
o’ clock, when she went to her room. she did 
not come down to dinner, but told her 
brother she felt faint and worn out; that she 
nad played too hard. Then her mother went 
and saw her, and coming down, excused her 
to the company, and sent her meal 
to her room. she ate heartily. About 9:40 
when Messrs. Clark and Harris were leary. 
ing Mr. Chase’s mother came forward to 

good night, and Ellen followed her. Me.

TRUST'S TRAIL 


The Investigatt ng Committee’s 
Report to the Senate. 


Secretary Carlisle Admits He Wrote 
the Sugar Schedule, 


THE EXPLANATION OF HIS SUNDAY 
VISIT TO THE CAPITOL. 


Senator Mills Claims to Know Nothing 
of That Secret Interview—Carlisle 
Gave a Note of Introduction to Have- 
meyer—McPnersen Tells About His 
Speculation in Sugar Stoek— Warner 
Declines to Disclose Names. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 4.—Senator Gray 
to-day presented to the Senate his report of 
the testimony of Senators Mulls and McPher- 
son, Secretary ofthe Treasury Carlisie and 
Representative Jobn DeWitt Warner before 
the special committee investigating the 
Sugar Trust scandal in connection with tariff 
legisiation. Following isan abstract of the 
important portions of the testimony: 5 

Senator Mills denied all Knowledge ot th 
reported secret interview of Secretary Car- 
lisle on the sugar question and said that he 
and Senator Jones and Senator Vest had pre- 
pared the sugar schedule as first reported 
and he knew nothing of any memorandum 
for the schedule from the Secretary. He 
also denied all knowledge of the alleged 
Sunday conference of the Finance Committee 
with those interested in securing legislation. 
He said he had never heardof Havemeyer 
being in the Capitol while he was acting as a 
member of the Finance Committee, and that 
he had never metany ofthe members of the 
trust. 

The letter of introduction was merely a 
formal note containing only two or three 
lines. He declined to see Mr. Havemeyer. 
Senator Mills also denied any knowledge of 
contributions to the Democratic Campaign 
Committee. 


CARLISLE’S TESTIMONY. 

Secretary Carlisie’s statement asſit appears 
in the published testimony is not materially 
different from that given to the press 
officially the day after he was before the 
committee, but some points are presented 
in greater detail. His memory does not cor- 
respond with that of Senator Jones as to the 
time or place that he was asked to put the 
sugar schedule into shape. Mr. Oarlisie 
stated that Mr. Jones bad requested him to 
have the sugar schedule prepared onthe 
morning of saturday, May 6, and he went 
to his house for that purpose and had handed 
him a memorandum stating what he wanted 
done.

A WILY WIFE. 


Obtaining Money From Her Husband's 
Victims to Defend Him. 

New York, June 4.—It is learned that the 
money obtained here dy an adventuress 
from generous Harvard men has deen ap- 
plied toward the defense of her husband on 
eharges of swindling other Harvard victims 
in Chicago. Investigation develops the fact 
that this woman and her husband are an 


old-time pair of rogues, and have been 
working Harvard men and Grand Army 
posts for the last ten years. The name of 
the man is Edward Robbins Howe, Harvard 
"64, and by his classmates, nearly every one 
of whom has suffered b him, he has been 
familiarly Known as N Howe. 

There were two men by the name of Howe 
in the class, Dut Ned is the one who bas 
gained notoriety, and who is languishing in 
the Cook County jah in Chicago. 

Ned, according to the account in the 61 
Class book, written by himself,.was born in 
1843. After’ being graduated from Harvard 
he studied in Germany and France, and then 
returning to this country in 1968, held places 
of trust in Western mines and in a San Fran- 
cisco business office. — was one of the 
founders of the Harvard Club at San Fran- 
cisco. Later he was a mining enzi- 
neer in Colorado and Afizona, and in 
1884 was appointed by the Governor 
one of the commissioners from Southern 
California tothe exhibition at New Orleans. 
It was at Los Angeles, in 1884, that Howe met 
the woman whom the police of this city are 
now after,and married her. His ‘‘misfor- 
tunes’’ have Gated since that time.

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TAXING SMALL SAVINGS. * 

It is to be hoped that the House will non- 
concur in so much of the Senate’s amend- 
ment to the income tax as provides for 
a 2-per-cent tax per annum on the net in- 
comes of all savings institutions and all 
‘‘fire, marine, life and other insurance 
companies.’’ 

Asthe enumeration of the amendment 
closes with the words and all 
other corporations or associations do- 
ing business for profit,’’ it 
may be that mutual insurance 
companies and savings banks would 
be exempt under this provision. They 
are not doing business for profit in the 
same sende as the discount banks and 
stock life insurance companies are. 
But there should be no room for doubt on 
this point. 

Several thousand people, whose several 
earnings for a year fall far below the $4,000 
exempted from income tax, put their 
small savings in a savings bank to 
such@an amount that the interest 
thereon may show profits aggregating,say, 
$300,000. This means an average re- 
turn to the depositors of only $100 each. 
To levy a 2 per cent income tax on 
that $300,000 is to extend the income tax 
so as to reach and include all of the in-

SEVERAL OF THE ROADS ABANDON A 


HALF A OOZEN TRAINS A DAY. 


Missouri Pacific Offictais Say There Will 
Be a Wholesale Shortening of the 
‘ Service Ifthe Strike Leste Much Long- 
er~—How the Roads Are Boonomizing. 


‘The railroad companies ot the country are 
now suffering almost as much from the big 
coal strike as are the operators and miners. 
The order has gone out from most of the 
general officés that expenses shall be kept 
Gown to the minimum and the reduc- 
tion for the month of May in operating 
expenses as compared with the same month 
last year bas, with some of the roads, 
reached as high as $50,000. Only the em- 
ployes absolutely necessary have been re- 
tained, the car service has been reduced 
from 10 to 20 per cent and ail possible work 
gotten out of every engine. 

The roads have been compelled to do this 
not so much from a lack of coal for their 
own use, but owing to the almost complete 
stoppage of transportation of mer- 
chandise, coal and the consequent de- 
pression in business owing to its scarcity. 
The moral code of the railroads has vor- 
mitted them to steal all the coal they needed 
for their own use, but now that they have it 
they find they have not so very much to haul 


with it.
